Tourism is not the answer to 
Eastern Kentucky's economic 
problems, 

This is the we of a study 
conducted for the Appalachian 
Regional Commission by two 
Washington firms that are spec- 
ialists in economic consulting, 

The study says that recreation 
can never provide “the primary 
base fora self-sustaining econo- 
my" in the Appalachian area, 

Construction of extensive recre- 
ation facilities would, at best, 

de only a small and seasonal 
ft to the area’s economy, the 
study says, Such construction, it 
adds, can “rarely be justified 
solely or even p rily for the 
sake of the economic impact on 
the local area, 

Visitors from other states might 
benefit from establishment of a 
tourist complex in | se a 
areas, and so would investors and 
landowners--most of whom are 
residents of other areas--but resi- 
dents of Appak chia would gain 
little from such an industry, the 
report indicates, 

Members of the staff of the 
Appalachian Commission have 
interpreted the study to mean that 
it would be a mistake to spend 
federal funds to develop an —_ 
lechian recreation industry. e 
commission will continue to con- 
sider proposals for recreation de- 
velopment in the “low priority" 
cate ory. 

This means that the Ma 
tain project at Hazard and the 
Cc City 2 pagar on Pine Moun- 
tain in Letcher County probably 
will never be financed--at least 
not with government money, Both 
proposals created considerable in- 
terest in Eastern ysis A several 
years ago, The Cloud City idea 
was dropped by Letcher Coun ty 
residents after initial efforts met 
with failure, but Perry County has 
still clung to the hope that Magic 
Mountain would one day become 
a reality, 

The consultants said two factors 
prevent the vacation industry from 
playing a major role in the ecb- 
nomic growth of most areas, One 
is the low wages paid by the in- 
dustry--60 cents to $1, 25 an hour, 
The other is the seasonal omaiey- 
ment, which usually lasts only 
hal. a year, 

The ARC said it will continue 
efforts to provide facilities to at- 
tract more profitable industries 
to the Appalachian area,

Efforts i in the Upper 
Cumberland River area to obtain 
better school facilities met with 
failure this week. 

Their fforts were rebuffed by 
Fred Williams, Frankfort, state 
director ofTitle I federal education 
funds, 

Title 1 funds were appropriated 
by Congress for the specific pur- 

ose of providing improved fac- 
lities and better educational op- 
portunities for low-income, 
deprived schools and pupils, 

y anyone's definition, the 
Upper Cumberland School, an 
overcrowded, two-roan, pot- 
belly-stove heated wooden frame 
structure, is one of the most de- 
prived schools in the natio'a, 

Willi: ms, who visited the Upper 
Cumberland school some two weeks 
ago, notifed Letcher County Super- 
intendent Kendall Boggs by letter 
that he would not approve the ex- 
penditure of funds at the Upoer 
Cumberland School, 

Williams saidi« is his belief that 
the Upper Cumberland School 
should be consolidated with the 
Eolia school, some half-dozen 
miles down river, 

Williams said the only thing he 
could agree to would be the use 
of Title I funds to finance prepar- 
ation and transportation of hot 
lunches from the Eolia school to 
Upper Cumberland, 

This suggestion from Williams 
drew immediate opposition from 
a large delegation of parents who 
were present at the school board 
meeting. 

They charged their children 
would be receiving warmed-over 
food, and said they could see no 
reason why the Upper “Cumberland 
school could not be provided with 
lunchroom facilities, 

Superintendent Boggs said the 
problem is that there is no place 
within the Upper Cumberland 
structure to use as a kitchen, “not 
even a closet," 

In response to futher parent quest- 
ioning, Board Chairman Dr, B, F, 
Wright said the county board "had 
no objection" to building a lunch- 
room at Upper Cumberland “but 
the state won't let us, “ 

Dr. Wright commented, and 
other board members agreed, that 
it is clear that the state education 
department is using its veto powers 
over school constguction and finan - 
cing to compel consolidation of 
rural schools such as the one at 
eee Cumberland, 

oggs commented tia t even if 
the parents of the Upper Cumber- 
land community raised and donat- 
ed funds to build a school kitchen, 
the state would not permit it to be 
constructed,

FEDERAL LAW PROVIDES PENALTIES 
FOR THOSE WHO DAMAGE MAILBOXES 


Mailboxes are ected by 
Federal law, and pranksters or 
vandals who damage or destroy 
the boxes and their contents may 
be in for a heavy fine or impris- 
onment, Postmaster R, C, Day 
warned today, 

Day noted that some 25, 000 
mail receptacles were damaged 
or — in the past year, 
nationally, He also noted that 
2, 641 persons were arrested in 
the year up to June 30 for dam- 
aging or destroying mail recept- 
acles, 

Day quoted from the law: “Who- 
ever wilfully or malicicusly in- 
jures, tears down or destroys any 
letterbox or other receptacle in- 
tended or used for the receipt or 
delivery of mail on any mail 
route, or breaks n the same 
or wilfully or maliciously in- 
jures, defaces or destroys an 
mail deposited therein, shall be 
fined not, more than $1, 000 or 
imprisoned not more than three 
years, " 

This applies to all mail recep- 
tacles and the mail in them, 
even though the boxes are bought 
by citizens and are their personal 
Property. Postmaster Day said, 

“Pranksters -- and especially 
children who do not know any 
better -- should be made to real- 
ize the seriousness of their actions, 
Day said, "A $1,000 fine or 
a term in jail is enough to take 
the humor out of any prank, “
